Inasmuch as the patent to AMTech is in German, applicants submit the following 
explanation of the German patent. 

German patent DE 42 22 395 Al, to AMTech, relates to a device and process for 
measuring eye refraction in which light emitted from a light source is focused on the retina of the 



eye by using a variable projection lens with adjustable refractive power. The wavefront of the 
light reflected by the retina is measured by a Hartmann-Shack sensor. The variable projection 
lens projects the pupil of the eye onto the lens array of the Hartmann-Shack sensor.
